The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest — data indicating a 
quantity of announcement information constituting one or more second level 
announcements, the data indicating the quantity of announcement information, in a first 
level hierarchical structure, including at least a count of one or more announcements , as 
recited, particularly in claims 1,7, 13, 19, 23 and 25.
